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FOR the last quarter of a century there lias 
.been working amidst us a literary movement, which 
is responsible for the hundreds and thousands of 
Xelugu books that have been issued from the press 
year after year. It is true all these volumes will 
not stand the test of time. There are books which 
will even remain a permanent asset of the Telu&u 
literature;; and there are other boobs also, which 
will ijot^be heard of, except perhaps in" elaborate 
histories of literature, a quarter of a century hence, 
But apart from the intrinsic worth of these produc- 
tions each one of them has had and will have, for 
sometime to come, a function -an important func- 
tion with, reference to the general evolution of the 
literature of the Andhra Country,

ONE common feature of the Telugu books 

published irf recent years ia that they reveal a frank 
and free tendency to combine Eastern thought and 
Telugu language with Western models. This is an 
excellent tendency even though it is complained 
in some quarters that the tendency is a little over-

it is free to give .and free to take. 
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Mr. Hauunrmhta Rao's " Sohrab " is a prodaot 
of the new movement and it avowedly shows the * 
tendency referred to above, as it is a translation. 
No translation has ever been looked upon as a 
great work, except it be the Andhra Mahabharata^. 
But translations in the Andhra Country, at the 
present epoch of tHe history of her literature, are 
of no little ''[value. An author who can borrow 
and yet render what he has borrowed far more 
beautiful than the original, is a man of genius. 
Next to him, in my opinion, does a plain, open 
translator of a good book do the greatest service to 
the literature of his country. He places within the 
reach of his fellow workers, some of \vborn know no * 
language but their own mother tongue, the thoughts 
and literary methods of the authors .of other 
countries, And it is not too much to hope that a 
clever translation may be the means of stimulating - 
into life the dorment intellectual powers of a real 
literary genius, I beg leave to add that Mr. Ha- 8 
numauta Rao's <% Sohrab" is a good translation ot 
a good poem. 1 congratulate him. >
